On page 12, Applicant argues in essence: 

"Regarding the rejection of claims 10-14 and 20. the '168 reference does not teach or suggest the claimed "arithmetic cluster". The 
'168 reference does not correspond to provide any assertion for correspondence to this claim term. Thus, the claimed 
limitation(s) do not correspond and each claim when considered as a whole is not invalid under 102(b). For related use of this 
claim term and related terms in the specification, reference may be made to page 11, lines 15-20, and Fig. 2." 

However. Applicant is arguing a feature of the invention not specifically stated in the claim language, which is improper. Claimed 

subject matter, not the specification, is the measure of invention. Limitations in the specification cannot be read into the claims 
for the purpose of avoiding the prior art. In re Self, 213 USPQ 1.5 (CCPA 1982): In re Priest. 199 USPQ 11.15 (CCPA 1978). 
If Applicant would like specific limitaitons for the claimed "arithmetic cluster" read into the claims, then Applicant should specifically 
claim those limitations. In this case, each sub-pipe of Asai et al. is eguivalent to a claimed processing cluster (column 6, line 
37-column 7. line 13). Therefore this argument is moot.
